On Fridsy, sthinf. about 8 o'clock, a melancholy in- 
flance of the eff-éts of fliavery was witneffed, A negro 
Mano, belonging toa Frenchman, ia Trenton, was, under 
the authority ot the Mayor of that place, taken in charge 
by a couftable to be delivered at New Calile, where a 
veflel was ready to convey him, his wite and child (and 
probably many others) to St. Domingo. The countable, 
negroes, and a Frenct gentieman who appeared to aét asa 
fuperintendant, arrived in towa oa Thuriday morning 
about 4 o’clock, flopped at the houfe of Mr. FP. Howell, 
ian-kecper. in ad fireet, and abou 8 o'clock, when they 
were apparently ready to depart for New-caitle, the wo- 
man and child abfeonded ; and the maa, oa being ordei-
